^The contest is ended. The long political 
battle extending from June till November has 
closed and the victory is woh for Banks. This 
is as we anticipated. It has been evident from 
the start that N. P. Banks would be our next 
(iovemor. Ills hntional popularity, and well 
known anti-slavery sentiments, corresponding 
to the feelings of the great mass of Massachu¬ 
setts people, together with the prestige of suc¬ 
cess always attending him, guaranteed his 
election. IVc are only surprised that his plu¬ 
rality is so large. "We were prepared to be¬ 
lieve that he would receive from five to eight 
thousand plurality, but when it is swelled to 
twenty-four thousand, it seems almost incredi¬ 
ble. The entire Union State ticket is elected; 
and the Senate, House and Council are large¬ 
ly American and Republican. 

The Straight Americans are sadly disap¬ 
pointed. They were more than confident of 
success, but the result shows how easy it is to 
be mistaken in regard to the political senti¬ 
ments of a free and tickle people. Party lines 
are so broken down that voters cannot be kept 
in the traces as formerly. They are more in¬ 
dependent, more free to think and act as they 
choose. Gov. Gardner made a great mistake 
when he accepted the nomination for Govern¬ 
or last Sep tern ocr. A large portion of the 
American party had previously committed it¬ 
self to Banks, and this portion having been 
joined by the Republicans it required no great 
stretch of vision to foresee the result. 

The Beach ticket is the second in Western 
Massachusetts, but in the eastern part it is 
third. He has lost nearly ten thousand from 
the vote of last year. The democrats show 
good pluck in keeping him continually in the 
field, and it is not impossible that, like his il¬ 
lustrious predecessor, Marcus Morton, he may 
yet be successful. We shall wait patiently 
to 3ee. 

Caleb Swan, the Straight Republican candi¬ 
date, is 60 far in the background that one 
would hardly suspect that he had been in the 
field. In 318 towns he received only 11 votes, 
and the whole state did not give him over 200 ! 

We publish the vote of ^Hampden and 
Hampshire counties, for Governor, also the 
vote of the cities and the several counties, our 
limits not admitting of a more extensive dis¬ 
play of figures.

. their works. The Ocean Mill lias orders to 
f stop half its works; and the probability is 
. that other works may be discontinued. All 
b of the mills are running nt a loss. 


Incidents of the Hurd Times. 

-A worthy clergyman in New York, fol¬ 
lowing the practice of liis ministerial brethren, 
recently preached a very earnest discourse on 
the hard times, enforcing the duty of retrench¬ 
ment and economy. Immediately after church 
the congregation took him nt his word by 
holding a meeting, at which his salary was cut 
down from $1000 to $600. 

-Four of the large sized Chicago daily 

papers are talking of reducing their pages by 
one column each during the winter, as adver¬ 
tising is very light, and not likely to improve 
on such a market. 

-The depression of the distillery ' busi¬ 
ness in New York has affected the milk trade. 
The cows that have been kept on distiUcrv 
slops are cut off from their feed; and are 
driven to hay and meal. 

-Three manufacturing establishments in 

Southington, Conn., have discharged nearly 
five hundred persons within a few weeks, and 
the remainder are to leave shortly. The cry 
of the unemployed is, “'What shall we do:” 

-A gentleman of Blackstoiie, Mass., who 

will not allow his name to appear in the pa- 
bers, lias voluntarily reduced the price of rent 
to his tenants. A Christian act. 

-The Mayor of Fall River has introduc¬ 
ed nn order to the city government asking 
for an appropriation of $5000 to be expended 
on Oak Grove Cemetery, so that many persons 
now out of employment may find work. 

-"We trust the report from "Washington 

is true that there will be no movement on the 
part of the navy department towards the cur¬ 
tailment of operations in the navy yards dur¬ 
ing the coming winter. The discharge of 
•workmen at the Gosport ynrd was merely ten 
persons, and the nmount of work hi the other 
yards will be made as ample as possible. In 
the Brooklyn yard, especially, it is understood 
that the operations will be quite extensive. 

-The New Bedford Standard says that 

the Cordage Company have suspended opera¬ 
tions at their extensive rope-walk in that city, 
and discharged all their hands. 

-Sixty freight cars passed over the Bos¬ 
ton and Maine Railroad, two mornings in suc¬ 
cession last week, loaded with cotton from the 
Great Falls Manufacturing establishments, 
which is sent to Boston to be shipped to Eng¬ 
land. We understand that 15,000 bales have 
been thus disposed of. In a few months it 
will return in the shape of English calicoes, 
which John Bull will haye made up at a large 
profit, while our own manufactories are stand¬ 
ing idle. 

——The Sunday Atlas says there is no signs 
of-hard times in that city on Broadway, so far 
as the ladies are concerned. They make as 
| great a dash as ever, spend as much money, 

! patronize the coffee and cream saloons, flirt 
and flounce just as though husbands and fath¬ 
ers were making fortunes as rapidly as in oth¬ 
er and better times. The philosophy of the 
Gotham ladies is a miracle. 

-Three hundred Irish laborers were ad¬ 
vertised for on the railroad work, at St. An¬ 
thony in Minnesota two weeks before the elec¬ 
tion. They came in by platoons and were put 
under pay for tltc season. They were all 
marched to the polls by their democratic over¬ 
seer and used in electing the democratic tick¬ 
et. The very next day they were discharged 
and paid off in bad money—and the whccl- 
barows and shovels used on the job were sold 
at auction. 

-One hundred and nine steerage passen¬ 
gers from N. Y., landed from a single steamer 
at Charleston, S. C., one day last week, seek¬ 
ing employment. A portion of them were 
destitute, and applied at the* guard house for 
lodgings. 

-The fashionable ladies of San Francis¬ 
co have set a good example of retrenchment 
by formipg a “calico society,” the constitution 
of whieh requires the members to wear calico 
dresses in public, and otherwise to set an ex¬ 
ample of prudence and simplicity of dress." 

-The Meriden (Ct.,) Chroniclo says that 

their town olliccrs have their hands full already 
of solicitations from the poor for shelter and 
provisions, and every day able-bodied men arc 
seeking employment and offering to work for 
their board through the winter. 

-The Boston and Worcester railroad 

company have reduced the wages of their em¬ 
ployees ten per cent, and discharged a consid¬ 
erable number. 

Sad Occurrence. —As a party were visiting 
the rapids on Sterns’ Branch, about half a 
mile above Barre, Yt., on Wednesday, two of 
them, a young lady and gehtleman, lest their 
foothold, and fell over the rocks, a distance of 
about eight feet into the water below. The 
young gentleman was rescued almost immedi¬ 
ately, but tltc young Indy, Miss Yaughan, of 
Berlin, ltennsselaer Co., N. Y., floated a dis¬ 
tance of fifty feet over the jutting roeks. Life 
was then extinct, nnd her body was terribly 
mangled. 

Bad Prospect for Smokers. —It is stated 
that incessant rains during the last part of Au¬ 
gust nnd the first part of September have se¬ 
riously injured the tobacco plant, and rendered 
it impossible to prepare the ground for laying 
the seed—a process which, in order to secure 
a productive harvest, must be performed in 
the beginning of September. The cultivators 
of the tobacco districts arc offering fervent 
prayers to heaven that its blessing may not b e 
withheld from this important -branch of in¬ 
dustry. 

Drowned. —On Wednesday evening last 
week Mr. Horace Case of Antrim, N. II., 
was by some accident precipitated from Hills¬ 
borough bridge into the stream, together with 
his horse and carriage, and drowned. There 
was no ratling to the bridge. The accident 
was not discovered till the next morning, 
when his body was recovered. 

Nbw Idea; —The New Orleans and St. Lou¬ 
is packet steamer James E. Woodruff now 
sails equipped with the force and material for 
the publication of a regular daily paper on 
board during her trips up and down the river, 
with a job office attached for the printing of 
bills of fare and other work. 

Sad Accident. —J. Erastus King, Esq., one 
of the most highly esteemed young men of 
Taunton, met with a sad accident on Wednes¬ 
day last week, by the premature cxplosion"of 
a charge in a rock which lie was engaged in 
blasting, by whieh It is feared he will partial¬ 
ly, if no* wholly, lose the sigh* of both eyes. 1 


We saw n man from the West a day or two 
since who reported that the times there were 
as hard as they arc here. Money is scarce, 
hut there is plenty to cat. Eastern bank bills 
will not pass. Nothing short of specie will be 
taken for money. The farmers have plenty of 
wheat and are selling it from 10 to 50 cents a 
bushel, with a prospect that it will go down 
to 30 cents. What a contrast with prices that 
have been paid the past two years. Yet far¬ 
mers are obliged to sell. Most of them arc 
owing for land, ancl the difficulty in raising 
the money which will soon be called for, is no 
easy matter. At the store depots, grain is ac¬ 
cumulating in immense quantities. The dis¬ 
trust concerning eastern bills, causes a delay 
in forwarding which will continue till naviga¬ 
tion eloscs for the winter. This will have a 
tendency to make flour high at the cast and 
grain wonderfully cheap at the West. Our 
informant states that in Iowa, Wisconsin and 
Illinois, the hard times will be felt more se¬ 
verely the coming winter tlian ever before.— 
Banks ancl business men arc failing ancl a 
growing depression seems settling down upon 
the people. 

Brigham Youno and ms Intentions.— 
Cjpt. Yan Yliet, who went out as quartermast¬ 
er of the Utah expedition, has had an inter¬ 
view with the President, ancl detailed at length 
the condition of affairs at Salt Lake, and the 
treasonable disposition of the Mormons. The 
Captain stated that he endeavored to contract 
with the Mormons for Army supplies, a*d to 
procure reliable evidence for the President rel¬ 
ative to the conditions of affairs there. lie is 
quite certain that the Mormons will make a 
desperate resistance to the efforts to subject 
them to the United States Laws. 

Brigham Young absolutely refused to sell 
the troops any supplies, though he has an 
abundance for three years, ancl declares that if 
Gov. Cummings comes there he will put him 
in a carriage and send him back. He says he 
never will be displaced except forcibly,—that 
he may be overpowered and driven out, but 
that he will burn every house and cut down 
every tree first. 

Weighing in a Balloon. —A balloonist an¬ 
nounces the following discovery:— 

“I take a bar of brass, whieh when on the 
earth’s surface actually weighs fifteen pounds. 
When I ascend to three miles up in the atmos¬ 
phere and weigh the brass bar, it actually 
weighs by a spring balance only seven nnd a 
half pounds, and again five miles up positive¬ 
ly only three pounds and a quarter. What is 
tho cause of this ? The want of atmospheri¬ 
cal pressure on it and the sun’s attraction, 
which becomes more apparent the nearer we 
approach his orbit. 

Starch from a New Article. —Horse chest¬ 
nuts command, this year, in France, a price 
equal to that paid last season for potatoes, by 
the manufacturers of starch. Thfrsc nuts are 
now bought for a starch factory at Nanterre, 
near Paris. It is well that so good a use for 
the horse chestnut has been discovered, since 
in replacing the starch hitherto derived from 
cereals, the product of this fruit, till now 
deemed useless, will leave the corn and pota- 
toe, so large and increasing a portion of which 
has been devoted to industrial purposes, free 
for human consumption. 

Fatal Family Quarrel. —Richard Carter, 
president of the Anthracite bank of Tamaqua, 
Md., was shot dead, Wednesday evening, in 
St. Lawrence Hotel, by Thomas Washington 
Smith of Cecil county, *Md. Smith first tired 
four balls from liis revolver, and two more af¬ 
ter Carter’s falling to the floor. Carter is a 
middle-aged man, wealthy, anil has a family.— 
Carter accuses Smith of the seduction of a 
ward or adopted daughter of his, but Smith 
alleges, on the other hand, that the girl was the 
mistress of Carter, and that she had a child by 
him (Carter) 4 months after marriage. 

Col. Fremont’s Golu Lands.— The Califor¬ 
nia News Letter, in noticing Col. Fremont’s de¬ 
parture for the East, says that he has completed 
the surveys of his vast Mariposa domain, and 
has shipped about fifty tons of auriferous quartz 
to Europe, that its richness may^c tested. He 
discharged every lien nnd outstanding claim 
against the property during his visit, and will 
proceed to construct an extensive canal through 
it for mining and irrigating purposes. 

French Modesty. —Here is a fact exceed¬ 
ingly Frenchy. The great dry goods store un¬ 
der the Hotel du Louvre in Paris, announces, 
in the editorial columns of a Journal, that an 
order has been issued in that store that here¬ 
after the clerks mTio show ladies up stairs will 
invariably precede instead of follow them.— 
The reason of this singular announcement is 
because many ladies—probably Americans or 
English—complain that the clerks follow a few 
steps behind, since the fashion of wearing 
hoops was introduced. 

Poisoned. —Two young ladies at Newark, 
N. J., were poisoned last week by cheese pro¬ 
cured at a grocery, and it was feared for some 
time that one would not recover. A whole 
family were poisoned in a similar manner some 
years ago, and an investigation was made into 
the matter at that time, whieh showed that in 
the pores of the cheese an oil collected winch 
possessed poisonous qualities, to which the ill¬ 
ness of the family was ascribed. 

R. R. Accident. —Joseph ‘Christmas, a 
Frenchman, belonging in East Brookfield, in 
attempting to get upon a railroad train at 
Worcester on Friday, while intoxicated, fell 
beneath the wheels, and one of his arms was 
severed from his body. His recovery is con¬ 
sidered doubtful.

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A TUSSLE WITH TIGERS. 

I had heard so n^hUbout the quantity 
of game to be found in the neighboring Til¬ 
lage of Bukhcira, which lay within sight, and 
tlm jurisdiction of Apcugent, at the distance 
of about twelve miles, that I determmed, as 
soon as the season would permit me to hope 
that I might escape the risk of contracting 
the horrid jungle fever, to spend some days 
in its precincts to enjoy the sport m p«rfec- 

tl °Accordinglv, about a week before Christ¬

The chupprassee was a Persian by birth, from

•muscular man about forty years of age; arm¬ 
ed with a sharp tulwar, or broad-sword, and 
a short matchlock, from the province of 

Scinde. . . 

His name was Izzur.and his profession 
that of a soldier of fortune—that is, to speak 
plainly, a robber: and he was one of that gal¬ 
lant band, who, previous to our Piudarce 
war, was entirely at the service of any one 
who chose to pay him, either to plunder oth¬ 
ers, or to protect his employer. 

Occasionally Izzur acted on his own bot¬ 
tom, and did a little business for himself; or 
else joined a gole or horde of Pindarees, who

Izzur, who was well known to them detail¬ 
ed our recent adventure in a most amusing 
manner. 

“What!” said an old man, “have you real¬ 
ly been firing at our old tiger ?”

Why we 
knoM - the old fellow perfectly. He hasn’t 
got a front tooth in his head!

The screaming of 
innumerable pea fowls, and the notes of the 
black and grey partridges u-crc almost deafen¬ 
ing and very exciting, but after shooting a 
feu- of each I returned disgusted to break¬ 
fast in the hut 

It was quite evident from the miserable 
state of the peasants’ crops, that wild four- 
footed animals abounded, as the grain had 
been trampled doun in a most grievous man¬ 
ner. The luxuriance of the jet and black 
soil was beyond belief, and could the produce 
be secured even then it would have been a 
small fortune to the proprietors.

Ell Thayer’s SontUcrn Settlement. 

It will be recollected that last spring Eli 
Thayer of Worcester, formed a company to 
purchase worn out and abandoned lands in 
Virginia, for the purpose of encouraging peo¬ 
ple in the North to settle upon them, holding 
out as inducements, the cheapness of land, the 
ease in working it, its proximity to market, 
and the certainty of reclaiming it, so that it 
would be as fertile as the prairies of the West. 
We considered the whole plan at that time 
a private enterprise to make money, and 
so expressed ourself. If what we now learn 
respecting the settlement be true we were not far 
out of the way in coming to our conclusions. 

,^Ir. Thayer’s company purchased a lot of I 
land in Wayne county, Va., and laid out a 
paper city, giving it the captivating name of Ce- 
redo. Many citizens in Worcester county, 
Mass., were induced to go on there by the flat¬ 
tering accounts which Mr. Thayer and others 
of the company gave of the country. Among 
this number is C. B. Webb, late editor of the 
Worcester -Egis, who appears to be Mr. 
Thayer’s mouth-piece in promulgating ac¬ 
counts of this southern clysium. He writes 
frequently to the Worcester Transcript, giving 
details of the company’s progress, with a view 
of alluring others to join the colony. He 
writes that everything is going on prosperous- 
ly_that mills are in operation, houses going 
up rapidly, lumber cheap, and mechanics of 
all kinds can find plenty of work, with good 
wages. Such accounts as these, at a time 
when business is prostrate in other parts -of 
the country, cannot fail to induce many of 
our northern mechanics now out of employ¬ 
ment to emigrate with the hope of bettering 
their condition. Some of those who embark¬ 
ed in the enterprise a few months ago are leav¬ 
ing the settlement, disgusted with the whole 
thing. A hotel keeper in Grafton, Worcester 
county, was induced to sell out his business 
and go to this new city of Ceredo, to take 
charge of a hotel, which, it was stated the 
company had erected. On reaching the place 
marked out as the city of Ceredo, he found a 
few shanties, but no hotel building. Thomas 
J. Lewis, also went on from Massachusetts 
with the intention of settling in Ceredo. He 
found that he had been grossly imposed upon 
by the accounts which he had read in the 
newspapers. He publishes a letter in the 
Boston Bee, stating that the city of Ceredo, 
and all connected with it, is a humbug. He 
says that the $60,000 worth of stock said to 
have been taken up by Virginians in thirty 
minutes, consisted of lands owned by them, 
on which the city is to be built,, and 'which 
has been cut into very small house lots, 50 by 
105 feet, and sold at auction at from $50 to 
$160 each. He makes a very honest state¬ 
ment, saying that he hopes by so doing to pre¬ 
vent others from being imposed upon by the 
accounts put forth by the Ceredo company. 

This is not the first attempt made by enter¬ 
prising Yankees to reclaim worn out southern 
land.* Several years ago a company was form¬ 
ed in New York for the same purpose. After 
marking outtheir village lots and farms and 
selling them to unsuspecting Northerners, 
they left the locality and the settlement faded 
out in a year or two. If young farmers and 
mechanics expect to gain anything by emigra¬ 
ting from New England, they will find in the 
West more inviting openings than can possi¬ 
bly be secured by embarking in enterprises 
got up by private individuals to reclaim the 
slavery-cursed lands of southern states. 


Government Expenses. 

It requires a vast pile of money to keep the 
wheels of our national government in opera¬ 
tion—to look after all its various interests and 
pay all its agents and officers. Uncle Sam is 
rich, counting his dollars by millions, but he 

also extravagant, besides allowing his unru¬ 
ly boys to rob his money till of thousands of { 
dollars every year. At the commencement of 
the present fiscal year, July 1st, 1857, there 
was in the public treasury the snug little sum 
of $17,710,114 27. During the first quarter 
ending Oct. 1st, the receipts amounted to 
$20,229,819 81, and the estimated receipts for 
the balance of the year are $36,750,000 more, 
making the entire receipts of the year, with 
the balance before stated, amount to $75,- 
389,939 08. The expenses of government 
during the first quarter of the present year 
were $23,719,528 37—over three millions of] 
dollars more than the receipts during the 
same period. Of this sum, however, $3,895, 
232 39 were applied on the public debt. The 
remaining expenditures for the year are esti¬ 
mated at $51,248,530 09 including interest on 
the public debt, making an aggregate of $74,- 
963,058 41, leaving a balance in the treasury 
to commence another year with of $426,875,- 
67. What a falling off is this from thq seven¬ 
teen millions in the treasury at the begining of 
the present fiscal year. 

The public debt at the present time is twen¬ 
ty-five million one hundred and sixty-five 
thousand one hundred and fifty-four dollars 
and fifty-one cents. There cannot, of course, 
be any more money applied to the liquidation 
of the public debt without making a loan, tak¬ 
ing the estimate above for the receipts and ex¬ 
penses of the year. The post-office business 
has not paid its way by over three millions of | 
dollars. A large amount is paid in annuities 
to Indian tribes, and there is a thousand other 
ways for the money to go. It is some 
consolation to think that we as a nation are 
able to expend money so freely, and so much 
of it. We have for several years had money 
enough without resorting to loans. This year 
the President thinks we may be obliged to 
borrow a little in order to pay all our bills and 
keep up appearances. Here again we shall be 
fortunate. Our credit is good, we are young 
and smart, only owing a debt of twenty-five 
millions. Those who have got money to lend 
are glad to have Uncle Sam’s notes, with a 
long pay day, knowing that they are good be¬ 
yond doubt. Indeed, we ought to feel that 
this is a great country and we as a people are 
—some pumpkins.

Works commenced work on Monday. The

probable all, or nearly all, the factories in that 
city will be in operation in January. 

-In Franklin county, Va., where there 

is no railroad, corn is selling at $1,80 per bar¬ 
rel, while in Pittsylvania, the adjoining coun¬ 
ty where there is a railroad, it is selling at $3 
per barrel.

The Town Indicted.— At the session of the 
grand jury last week, three indictments were 
found against the town of Palmer for defects in 
the highway.

The Christian Freeman has commenced a se¬ 
ries of articles on the causes of the rowdyism 
and barbarism of the country. It is a subject 
upon which much can be profitably written. 
-Two Methodist preachers in North Caro¬ 
lina have been called to account for rolling 
ten-pins at a fashionable watering place in Va. 
The delinquents did not deny the charge, but 
urged in abatement of the. offence, that they 
meant no wrong, and considered the game a 
harmless and healthy exercise. The verdict of 
the Conference was “not guilty, but musn’t 
do so again.”-Brigham Young has pro¬ 

nounced that there is nothing in the Bible, or 
even in the Book of Mormon, “that is more 
revelation, than the words of an apostle that 
is magnifying his calling.” Thus he and his 
successors can announce doctrines at their 

pleasure.-The Pilot thinks the Mormons 

“not essentially distinguishable from other 
Protestant sects, and that there is nothing in 
their institution which is not practised outside 
their community by a much larger number of 
persons." 


Jonah’s Boots.— The Charlestown Advcr- 
vertiser says a whale of the humped back spe¬ 
cies was driven ashore at Nahant, a few days 
since, and upon being cut open a pair of boots 
marked “J,” in a good state of preservation, 
were found in his cntj^ls.

The stone work cost $772,50 more, 
and a sidewalk 3 feot wide with an iron railing 
cost $140. The whole expense of the bridge, 
stone-work, sidewalk, filling in &c., amounts 
to $2300. The selectmen consider it the best 
and cheapest bridge in town. 


Police Becord. —Before D. Granger .—On I 
Saturday William Allen of Powers’ Corner, 
Brimfield, was arraigned on a charge of being 
a common drunkard, the charge being made 
by Levi W. Emerson. Four or five witnesses 
were introduced who convinced the Justice 
that Allen had been more or less “set up” for 
some months, and he was ordered to give $100 
bonds to keep the peace and not get drunk for 
one year. 

On Monday Allen retaliated upon Emerson 
by entering a complaint against him for being 
a common drunkard. The charge was proved 
without much trouble, it being shown by 
their own confession that Allen and Emerson 
had drank five gallons and one quart of poor li¬ 
quor in seven dags. Emerson was also put 
under $100 bonds to keep the peace one year. 
There is a prospect of peaceable times at 
“Powers’ Corner” for the next twelve months. 

On Thursday John Connell of Three Bivers 
complained of Jerry C'ronin and John Callihcr, 
charging them with robbery. When the par¬ 
ties were brought up, Connell testified that he 
came out from Springfield in the morning, and 
being hungry thought he would breakfast at 
the “fashionable hotel” kept by Kate Ilayes on 
Dublin street—that while there Cronin and 
Calliher came in, seized him, threw him down 
and robbed him of a pistol and $11 in money— 
said they did it because he was a “d-d Or¬ 

ange man” and they were Corkonians. On the 
contrary, the hostess of the establishment, the 
veritable Kate, testified that Connell came there 
and procured breakfast—after which he said he 
had no money to pay for it, and on being urged 
he drew a pistol and pointed it at the occupants 
of the room. Cronin and Calliher then seized 
him and took the pistol from him. Kate’s evi¬ 
dence was sustained by others and the magis¬ 
trate being more inclined to credit her state¬ 
ment than that of Connell's, discharged the de¬ 
fendants.

Be¬ 
sides having a good time, the receipts were 
$144, which is quite a liberal sum for these 
times.

50 cents a day would save the town many dol¬ 
lars.

Amherst and Belchertown Bailroad.— 
There is some talk among the bondholders ol 
the Amherst and Belchertown railroad, who 
come into possession of the road on the 1st of 
January next, of discontinuing the trains, and 
selling the rails. To prevent this, there is a 
proposition on foot, for the towns of Amherst 
and Belchertown to issue bonds to the amount 
of eighty-five thousand dollars, running twen¬ 
ty years, and take the road and. equipments as 
security; which bonds are to be met by a sink¬ 
ing fund, to be made up of the net earnings of 
the road, above running expenses, and interest 
on the bonds, which its friends are confident it 
can do.

sumed the following provisions last week: 


Fight Over a Dead Irishman. —At Chico¬ 
pee Falls, on Monday last, Hiram Munger and

The Village Schools. 

How many parents are familiar with the 
condition of the schools to which they daily 
send their children r How many parents vis¬ 
it their schools sufficiently to become familiar 
with them r IIow many tax payers know how 
the town’s school money is expended ? Cer¬ 
tainly no other interest is more deserving of at¬ 
tention. Judged by the popular school stand¬ 
ard forty years ago, the schools of our village 
to-day are very satisfactory; but judged by 
the influence an intelligent parent would wish 
a school to exert on the mind, health and hab¬ 
its of his children, they are yet very unsatis¬ 
factory. It is a matter of no small importance 
the formation of character, to what influ¬ 
ences, intellectual, moral and physical, the 
young of a whole village are subjected for six 
hours a day during eight or ten months in a 
year, for twelve or fourteen years of their lives, 
and during that very period, too, when char¬ 
acter is most susceptible to the influences that 
mould it. To this subject we beg attention.— 
First, to our 

8CHOOL-HOU8ES. 

Some of them as to seats and fixtures, are 
very well arranged. Externally, grass around 
them would be a cleanly substitute for mud; 
and shade trees might hide their unsightly ar¬ 
chitecture, besides shielding the children from 
the scorching sun of summer, when at play.— 
Another convenience is wanting, which it is 
surprising should have been so long unprovi¬ 
ded— water. Not a school house in the vil¬ 
lage has a well. Each school house has per¬ 
haps one hundred and fifty inmates, all of 
whom must trouble neighbors near the school 
house, or go without what they cannot go 
without—water. What should we say of a 
capitalist worth a million and a half of money, 
who should build a half dozen houses in the 
village for his tenants, and yet, to save the cost 
of wells, should send his five hundred depend¬ 
ants to the neighbors for all the water they 
used r Has the town thought of the subject 
in this light r Some citizens who live near the 
school house have. 

ventilation. 

Seventy-five or eighty pair of lungs, each in¬ 
haling twenty cubic inches of air at every 
breath, will soon change the pure air of a close 
room into that foul, f.'tid, dis.'ase-inoculating 
atmosphere, which causes the death of so many 
school children. Evidently, an attempt has 
been made to alleviate this evil in our school 
rooms. The Worcester ventilating stove is 
placed in some, if not all of them. But this, 
when its design is fiultiHed, only introduces 
the air from under the school house into the 
school room. A fastidious pair of lungs might 
take exception to air from such a place. How¬ 
ever, in our school houses there is little occa¬ 
sion for such exception, since no provision is 
made for even such introduction of air to sup¬ 
ply the place of that which has been out and 
in through a half dozen pair of, perhaps 
diseased lungs, half a dozen times over.— 
It seems not to have occurred to those who at¬ 
tempted thus to introduce air into the school 
room, that there must be an outlet to serve an 
inlet of air. True, provision is made to pack 
away the foul air in the attic, if it could only 
rise into a close chamber already free. The 
only advantage of apertures from a school¬ 
room into the attic above it, from which there 
is no opening to the outer air, is to provide a 
larger supply supply of fetid atmosphere for 
further use; and for such purpose, the ar¬ 
rangement is admirable, since the hot, foul air, 
which rises through one of these apertures into 
the attic, by contact with the roof of the build¬ 
ing, is cooled, becomes heavier, aud falls back

The Utah Expedition. —The Kansas City 
Journal of Commerce of the 5th says that 
Joseph Mageans, a trader from Green Biver, 
had arrived there, being the latest arrival from 
Utah. His accounts confirm previous advices. 
He reports that nearly all the emigrant trains 
were suffering from Mormon depredations, 
their wagons being burned and their cattle stol¬ 
en. Large quantities of grain and forage 
stored at Fort Bridger had been burned by the 
Mormons to prevent its being purchased by the 
government. The Mormons had also burned 
the grass routes beyond Fort Bridger. The 
snow on the mountains was three feet deep, 
and the country was covered with it as far 
east as Blue river. Buffaloes were very abun¬ 
dant.

The number of inmates provided with the 
above was 979, of whom 618 were children 
and 360 adults—including all, sick and well.— 
This makes the cost to each man, woman and 
child, for food only, 55 cents and a fraction per 
week, as an average. This, however, is but 
one item of expense. Add their clothing, fuel 
to keep them warm, salaries of superintendent, 
chaplain, physician, teachers and other help, 
including incidental expenses, and the expense 
to each inmate per week will be between $1.10 
and $1.13. In the aggregate, the expense of 
keeping our state paupers is large, amounting 
last year to about $161,000 for the three state 
almshouses. Yet the expense to each pauper 
was comparatively small, in no instance ex¬ 
ceeding $1.13 per week.

But this arrangement of which we are speak¬ 
ing fulfills its purpose most effectually in those 
schools where the pupils are mostly foreigners 
and are clad in such tidy garments as this class 
of children frequently wear. Did you ever, 
on a winter’s evening have occasion to open 
the door of a close Irish shanty, in which a doz¬ 
en laborers were seated around a hearth-stone; 
and do you remember the peculiar odor which 
compelled you to beat a grateful retreat — 
Then it is unnecessary to describe to you the 
kind of atmosphere in which children of re¬ 
spectable families are compelled to pass their 
days in, we apprehend, more than one of our 
school-rooms. Is it any wonder that certain 
unmcntionabl3 disenses are sometimes nursed 
there; not to notice others, which, though less 
offensive to name, are oftener fatal ? We trust 
these hints are sufficient to call attention to the 
evils to which they refer. In another article 
we will speak of the mental discipline of our 
schools.__
